be killed. Kinally Cooper did come 
out One member of the posse keep- 
ing him covered, walked up and took 
hold of him. The others then surrounded 
the Negro who began to resist. '1 hen 
be was shot in he head with • pistol and 
afterwards with a rifle lie fell, but 
regained consciousness anil kept aphis 
curslng. It was suggested to burn 
him, but the half deal man was start- 
ed for Sumpter. On the road, the 
posse, which had assumed tho propor- 
tions of a mob, tied the onker* of the 
law, hauled Cooper out of the cart in 
which he was and strung him up to u 
tree, riddling him with bullets.
